He Leaves His Heaven and Visits 
Grows’ Opera Hall, Chicago. 


Mra ora L V Richmond gives a Detailed As. 
count of His Search for Heaven. 


Bunday evening October 16th, Mrs. Cora L. 
V. Richmond (formerly Mrs. Tappan) favored

quotes Prof, Wyville Thomson to prove this 
astonishing sssertion, which, although true of 
tho higher planta and animala fa entirely er- 
roneous in regard tothe lower, Even his own 
quotation strangely enough beare direct testi 
mony against the conclusion Mr. Peebles 
draws theretrofn 
tions existing between the higher plants and 
animals, Prof Thomeon saya; ‘When we ob 
serve cortain minute forma of low organizs- 
tion, on the verge of clther kingdom, It be 
comes absolutely impossible to assign any det- 
{nite distinotive character,” 
That is, while It lu easy to point out diatinc- 
tions between an oak aud a lion, whon the 
chain of living forma aro traced downward, ve 
arrive at a vast class of telnga which the moat 
ekilifal naturalist can atelgo neither to the an 
imal or the vegetable domain, but which are 
an absolute blending of the two. In tho early 
age of science, when the mistaken notion was 
entertained that all forma mast belong to elth- 
er vegetable or enimal, this class was re- 
peated! shifted from one to the other to suit 
tho whime of classifora. 

The sponge faa familiar example havin 
boon repeatedly classed with plants and wil 
animals, and now placed with a vast number 
of alliod forma in a group obaracterized by 
possessing the essential features of both the 
anima) and vegetable kingdoms.

Only os 
we arise to higher and more differentiated 
forms, do we moet with distinctive characters, 
and the thorough student flods that even then 
ho must pottrust tothe ‘immutability of 
types," for they fade and blend into osch oth- 
er on every hand.

soademy at Hamburg, where bo learned book- 
keeping Tamillarized himself with counting- 
house afaire, and practiced the modern lan- 
gungen. On a-visit to his mother in the fol- 
lowing year he obtained permission to engage 
in practical mining; and ho Went to the min- 
ing academy at Froiberg, where for eight 
months he enjoyed the private instruction of 
Werner and the friendship of Frelealebén, 
Von Bach, and Dal Rio, the last of whom 
twalvo years later he found sottled in Mexico, 
Ho wrote while thers a description of the sub- 
terranean flora and an account of hla experi- 
ments on the color of plahta withdrawn from 
the abt and surrounded by irreaplrable gases. 

With Frelealeben he made the first goognos- 
tio desoription of ore of the Bohemian mount- 
ain ranges. In 1703 de was appointed assessor 
in the mining department. and subsequently 
became superior mining : Moer in the Fichtel- 
gobirge, In 1703-4 he explored the mining 
districts in Upper Bavaris, Galicia, and vari- 
ous parts of Prasala, In 1704 bo scoompaniod 
the minister Hardenberg to Frankfort, and 
was employed in his cabinet correspondence.

The 
disturbed condition of Italy msde his purpose 
impracticable, and ho passed the winter In 
Balsburg and Borchtesgaden, occupied witb- 
meteorological observations. There he acoept- 
ed the-iivitation of Lord Bristol to accom- 
pany him on an excursion to Upper Ezynt, 
ding also to proceed to Byrin and Pales- 
tine. He visited Paris to procure the requisite 
scientific instruments, but in May, 1708. he 
learned that the Lord Bristol had been arrested 
at Milan charged with having secret political 
desigas In Egypt. Remaining In Paris, he bt- 
came intimate with the future companion of 
bis travels, the young botanist Bonpland, At 
this ume the public were interested in the voy: 
ago of clreumnavigation which the directory 
had_decreed and put under the command of 
Oapt. Baudin. The expedition was to explore 
the R and W. coasts of Bouth America from 
Buenos Ayree to Panama, to tuch at many 
islands of the Bouth sea, New Sealand, and 
Madagascar, and to return by the cape of Good 
Hope. Humboldt received permission to join 
the expedition, and to leave it when and where 
ho wished. 

He made a rapid journey with King Fredor- 
ick William IV. to England in 1841, to attend 
the baptism of tho princo of Wales, to Den. 
mark in 1845, and resided im Paris several 
months in 1847-8, from which time ho lived 
in Prosis, usually if Berlin, pureulog his 
solentific labors in bis advanced ago with un- 
diminished seal and energy. 

Hpmboldt was distinguished, as a man of 
sclonce, for the comprehensiveness of hia re 
Searches, and especially for the akil) and com- 
pleteness with which he connected his own ob- 
servations with al) the stores of previous 
knowledge, and for the ol with which 
he expounded fapta in thelr relatia,- This 
tandeacy appeared in one of his earliest works 
on the contraction of the muscles and nerves, 
in which; after the progresa of physiology for 
more wan half a century, may still be soen the 
sagsolty of bis experiments on galvanlam, and 
the truth of most of the inferences Which ho 
drew. In his travels he measured elevations, 
and Investigated the nature of the toll and the 
thermometri: tons, at the same time col- 
lectibg and founding, by a com:
